If your hands, wrists or arms become tired or sore while playing, stop and 
rest them for several hours before playing again. 

If you continue to have sore hands, wrists or arms during or after play, stop 
playing and see a doctor.

Flag Counter: When Ben starts a level, there are ten empty black slots on the 
display. When Ben collects a flag, one of the slots fills in blue. If Ben collects all 
ten flags per level, he will receive a health pack at the end of level Tally Screen. 


Inventory: This displays what items Ben has in his inventory. Pressing Select will 
scroll through the items. 


Currently Selected Item: Pressing the B Button will either use or equip the item. 
Pressing the A Button once a weapon is equipped will activate/fire it. 


Ammo: When the ammo bar is empty it will be gray, and blue when it is full. The 
bar will display the amount of ammo for the last assigned weapon. 
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TALLY SCREen 


After a level has been completed, the tally 
screen will appear. The tally screen will 
show how long it took to complete the 
level, how many enemies were defeated, 
and how many flags were collected. (Note: 
collect all the USNSA flags in the level and
